TORPEDO FIGHT MARCH 9 
REPORTED BY ALEXIEFF 

St. Petersburg, May 26.—The detailed 
official report of Viceroy Alexieff of the 
torpedo boat destroyer fight of March 9.

off and sunk by Japanese cruisers and 
the fight of the following day in which 
the Japanese torpedo boat was sunk by 
a torpedo is published here.

EMPRESS’ HOSPITAL TRAIN 
LEAVES FOR SCENE OF WAR 

St. Petersburg, May 26.—The empress’ 
hospital train started on its journey to 
the Far East today. Among those at the 
station tq witness its departure were 
Grand Duke Michael Alexandrovitch, the 
heir presumptive, and Duke Peter of 
Oldenburg, the emperor’s brother in law. 

The train is the finest railway hospital 
ever constructed. It consists of two sec- 
tions, the first composed of fourteen am- 
bulance cars fitted with every appliance 
for the comfortable transportation of the 
ill and wounded, 

The second contains two operating cars 
supplied with every adjunct of the mod- 
ern operating room—tiled interor capable 
of instantly cleansing, disinfectants, in- 
struments, bandages, stores and adjust- 
able operating tables. TheSe cars are 
intended to be detached from the train 
and sent to various points, wherever they 
will be of the most use along the liné, 

The remainder of the train contains a 
library, chapel and bath rooms, including 
a special electric bath, and X-ray car 
with dyanMos and all apparatus and a 
kitchen car, from which all the patients 
are fed. There are also cars containing 
a dispensary, sterilizing and disinfecting 
apparatus, water distilling plant and ice 
manufacturing machinery. There went 
out with the train three doctors, four 
Sisters of Mercy and three assistants, 

The empress not only furnished the 
entire train, but furnished $500 monthly 
to aid in the purchase of delicatles for the

New British Ambassador to Rus- 
sia Very Cordiall Received, 


Czar’s People Think That Incident 
Marks a More Friendly Era in 
Anglo-Russian Relations.

St. Petersburg. May 26.-—7:55 p. m.— 
The beginning of new a and more friend- 
ly era in Anglo-Russian relations ts be- 
lieved to have been inaugurated by the 
cordial manner in which the emperor 
this afternoon, at the Tsarkoe-Selo pal- 
ace, recnived Sir Charles Hardinge, the 
new British ambassador tu Russia. 

Sir Charles presented his credentials 
in private audience, the empress sharing 
with the emperor the cordial greetings 
extended to the new ambassador, who 
handed a personal letter from King E4d- 
ward to his imperial nephew, also con- 
veyinz the British king’s personal good 
wishes and sincere desire that the -rela- 
tlons between the two countries shall be- 
come more and more frieudly. 

While what passed naturally is a se- 
eret, Sir Charles afterwards expressed 
the greatest satisfaction at the spirit of 
his reception. While it is a mistake to 
suppose that negotiations looking to an 
understanding or an adjustment of the 
long standing differences between Great 


Britain and Russia.have begun, or can 1 


begin, while Great Britian's ally is at 
war with Russia, it is an open secret 
that the real end and aim of Sir Charles’ 
mission is to so improve the relations be- 
tween Great Britain and Russia during 
the war as to render possible, at its con- 
clusion, such an understanding which is 
known to be close to the heart of King 
Edward. 

It is understood that one of the possi- 
ble causes of misunderstanding between 
the two countries always has been re- 
moved by the acceptance by Russia of 
Great Britain's assurances regarding the 
purpose of the British mission to Tibet.

RUSSIANS THOUGHT 
KIN-CHOU WAS SAFE 

St. Petersburg, May 26.—The general 
staff is not in a position tonight to con- 
deny the Tokio report that the 
Japanese have occupied Kin-Chou. ‘The 
latest officia] information regarding 
fighting in that vicinity was conveyed in 
General Kuropatkin's telegram, which 
caid that the Japanese had lost 700 on 
May (8 This agrees with information 
contained in the Associated Press dis-- 
patches of May 25, General Kuropatkin 
apparently accepting the report trom 
the same Chinese source. 

lt would be a great surprise to the au- 
thorities here if the report of the capture 
of Kin-Chou should prove to be true. 
The impression heretofore entertained 
that Kin-Chou would prove a hard nut 
for the Japanese to crack, and that its 
reduction would need a siege train and 
call for careful approaches Which would 
occupy the enemy for a long time. 

The opinion of the best authorities is 
that if tha Japanese rushed Kin-Chou 
by a frontal attack, unsupported by 
heavy guns, which it is not believed they 
possess, the capture of the place must 
have been effected at a- tremendous loss 
to the attackers. 

NO CONFIRMATION YET 
OF CAPTURE OF KIN CHOU 

London, May 27.—No authoritative con- 
firmation of the capture of Kin-Chou 
has yet been received from any quarter. 
Circumstantial accounts of the storming 
and capture of Kin-Chou identical with 
the reports received by the Central News 
from Tokio are sent by the Shanghai cor- 


respondents of The Standard ang Daily.

The Morning Post’s Tokio correspondent 
says that the Japanese occupied Kin-

Death beneath the placid*® waters of 
beautiful Lakewood, whether an act 
of self-destruction or thrown there by the 
fnands of a ruthless murderer, is the fate 
that was meted out to. pretty Sophie 
Kleckler, 24 years old, of 355 Grant 
street, who disappeared from her home 
early Tuesday morning and for whom 
the entire police and detective force of 
Atlanta searched until 10 o’clock yester- 
day morning, when her lifeless body was 
found on the bottom of the pond eat 
Lakewood. 

Suicide by drowning was the verdict 
rendered by tne coroner’s jury vesterday 
afternoon, but there are thousands in At- 
lanta who do not agree iwth the six jury- 
men who reached this decision. Among 
those who are of the opinion that the 
girl was foully dealt wita are the mem- 
bers of the family. Not one of them be- 
lieve the girl took her own life. 

When the first information of the find- 
ing of the hat of the girl on the bank 
of the lake was published in Tae Con- 
stitution yesterday morning a party of 
searchers visi.ed Lakewood early and 
commenced to look for signs that would 
lead to the recovery of the body of the 
girl.

Paris, May 26.—The absence of Mgr. 
Lorenzelli, the papal nuncio, from the 
callers at the foreigrf office on this. the 
regular diplomatic day, was construed by 
his colleagues as being further evidence 
of the interruption of diplomatic relations 
between the holy “see and France, As 
dean of the diplomatic corps, Mgr. La- 
renzelli has invariably headed the vis- 
itors. 

Foreign Minister Delcasse informed the 
ambassador that his recall from his post 
as ambassador to the vatican was abso- 
lute and unqualified. The minister gave 
evidence of interest to learn what rela- 
tions other governments sustdined to- 
ward the vatican.

Calvin, of Richmond, Will 
Introduce Bill to That 
Effect. 


Augusta, Ga., May 26.—(Special.)—It is 
understood that it is the purpose of Hon, 
Martin V. Calvin, member of the lower

When it became knOwn among those 
present that the coff and chain were 
found immediately there arose a cry to 
the effect that the lake should be search- 
ed further for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing whether or not the waters covered 
the lifeless form of a man, who, after 
throwing the, girl into the water, had 
also ended his life in the same manner. 
The search was continued for a short 
time, but wa finally abandoned and the 
suicide theory held to. 

As soon as the body of Miss Kloeck:er 
had been brought to the surface Chief 
of Police Zohn W. Bali hurried to the 
home of the girl and broke the news to 
‘he almost distracted family. The srief 
of the heart-bgpken mother was hearte 
rending in the .xtreme. At the time she 
was informed of the finding of the body 
she was seated in a chair on the front 
porch of the little home she and ther 
daughters had worked so hard to call 
their own. 

Willing hands tenderly lifted the form 
of the weeping woman and carried her 
into the house, where she was placed in 
bed and restoratives applied. “My darl- 
ing daughter. My dear girl. Who coud 
have been so heartless as to kill her?’ 
This and*other expressions of a similar 
nature came from the lips of the gray- 
haired, heart-broken parent and caused 
tears to flow from the eyes of those 
gathered around to ald the grief-stricken 
family. 

As soon as possible after the body had 
been located it was removed to the pnar- 
lors of Undertakers Hilburn & Poole, 
where every effort was made to find evi- 
dences of foul “play. Beyond a few 
scratches visible on the features of the 
dead girl there were no marks of vlio- 
lence. These secratches were apparently 
made by the face coming in contact with 
driftwood and other obstacles on the bote 
tom of the lake. 

In the bosom if the dress worn by the 
dead girl was found her purse. This con- 
tained 96 cents and a. few coins and 
cards. This was given into the custody of 
Coroner Stamps and later turned over to 
the relatives. 

No Clue from Cuff. 

After the Body had been removed to 
the undertakffig establishment the city 
detectives went to work to find witnesses 
and obtain, if possible, clews to prove the 
murder theory. All of the Jaundries in 
Atlanta were visited and the cuff that 
was found near the lakeshore exhibited 
With a view of having it identified. No 
one had a similar laundry mark and 
nothing could be gleaned in this direc- 
tion. 

Whfle investigating the case 
learned that Miss Klloeckler went to 
lakewood early Tuesday morning and 
went alone. This is positively stated by 
three ladies who were on the same car 
with her, one of whom knew the young 
woman personally and who remarked at 
the time that she evidently had a day 
off from the bakery where she was em- 
rloyed, and was going to take her vaca- 
tion in the woods. 

The ladies who recognized Miss 
Kloeckler and who saw her when she 
boarded the Lak®wood car were Mrs. 
Thompson, who knew her. well; Mrs. 
Mangum and Mrs. Mickie, of 182 North 
Jackson street. These ladies decided to 
spend Tuesday morning fishing at Lake- 


| wood and boarded a car at 7 o’clock to 
} go 


there. While on Central avenue, at 
some point between Alice street and 
Georgia avenue, Miss Kloeckler stepped 
upon the same ,car and was recognized 
immediately. 

Mrs. Thompson remarked at the time 
that Miss Kloeckler appeared rather wor- 
ried as her face was not wreathed in 
smiles as was usually the case, and she 
appeared to be in rather a melancholy 
frame of mind, showing it plainly on her 
features. 

Miss Kloeckler Was Alone. 

After leaving the car at Lakewood 
the three ladies went to the stand near 
the dancing pavilion for the purpose of 
renting lines and bait with which to fish. 
Miss Kloeckler, who had been behind 
them, passed, going in the direction of 
the bath house. Each of the ladies no- 
ticed she was alone and walked with a 
slow step, her head being lowered and 
her gaze directed toward the~ ground. 

A short time after the young woman 
disappeared around the bend of thé lake, 
in the direction of the spot where her 
the young men who 
attend to the fishing privileges at the 
lake appeared and furnis¥ed the three 
ladies with the lines and bait. A few 
minutes later the young men started on 
a walk around the lake to try and catch 
poachers, and it was while on this round 
that they found the hat Miss Kloeckler 
had worn. 

At the time the hat was found the 
young men did not think of any one hav- 
ing been drowned, but the idea entered 
their heads that some member of a fish- 
ing party of the day previous had left 
the hat there’ For this reason the police 
were not notified until late Wednesday 
night, when one of the young men heard 
of the disappearance of the girl, and 
gave the hat to Patrolman Morris.

Cause of Accident Unknown. 

The cause of the accident is not known.

Henry Sykes, first mate, 
could give no explanation of the cause of 
the accident. He and Chief Engineer Wal- 
ker were the only men on the boat who 
escaped injury. Neither man could give 
the names of the deck hands, nor did 
they know the name of the passenger, 
who was making the trip with Captain 
Price, save that he came aboard at Pitts- 
burg and that they had gained the im- 
pression that he was in the insurance 
business. He is described as a2 man past 
the middle age. 

Sherman Shively, second engineer, was 
blown through the side of the Wilson and 
hig mangled body landed 25 feet away on 
top of a shanty boat. 

Father Cunningham was one of the first 
to arrive at the scene of the explosion 
and gave extreme unction to several men 
who were dying. 

The police and hospital ambulances

Survivors Tells of Acident. 

L, A. Walker, chief engineer on the 
Fred Wilson, who was on watch at the 
time of the explosion, was uninjured, 
although he was blown from his engine 
room into the river. He lost ali his 
clothing. Mr. Walker said: 

“IT went on watch at 3. o’clock. I 
found plenty of water and the steam 
gauge shOwed i60 pounds, 5 pounds less 
than her allowance. I had been on 
duty but twenty minutes, and was run- 
ning under a slow bell when I heard 
the terrific report: I knew nothing un- 
til I struck the water. I swam to 
the wheel and climbed over it to the 
roof of the rear part. For the first 
time I realized what had happened, for I 


at first thought only a steam pipe had 
burst. I heard cries all around me. 

“We went down to the part of the 
hull that was left and I got into a 
yawl and rescued a chambermaid named 
Kmma Williamson, who lives at Par- 
kersburg, W. Va 

“After a long search I found the body 
ot Sherman Shively, second engineer, on 
a shanty boat, 100 feet away. His skull 
was crushed and several bones were 
broken. It was the most awful thing I 
ever experienced, and it has taken my 
nerve. I don’t believe I can ever go on 
a boat again.” 

Walker shipped on the Fred Wilson on 
March 9. His home is in Point Pleas- 
ant, W. Va. 

Captain Dunn and Captain Abraham, 
local inspectors, and Captain E. I. Dor- 


sey, supervising inspector of steamboats, 
will prepare an official report.

An interesting story is this, throw- 
ing some light on negro character. 
When George Vanderbilt’s agents dis- 
,.covered his paradise in Buncombe 


farmers whose combined hold- 

were to constitute his baronial 
estate, they struck one petty landlord 
fn the dusky Asheville hack-driver 
who could not be persuaded to part 
with his home for many times its 
value. The old darky, Charlie Col- 
lins, born in slavery and an independ- 
ent specimen of his race, simply 
said he had no land to sell. 

There were those who declared the 
old negro .was simply a sbréwd real 
estate speculator, holding out for his 
price. Others said, notwithstanding 
he was a hack-driver, that he had no 
adequate conception of the value of 
money when placed in the balance 
against the sentimentality of home. 

It was some ten or twelve years 
ago that Collins got wide newspaper 
notoriety by reason of his refusal to 
let Vanderbilt have his little farm, 
and all this time he has been living 
quietly .in the center of the big park- 
like estate, going to and from his 
hack stand on the court house square 
over the magnificent macadam, flow- 
er-lined driveways of “Biltmore 
Farm.” For a time the Vanderbilt 
agents renewed their offers, but the 
old negro simply replied, with a quaint 
humor, that he had found “Marse Van- 
dehbilt a mighty good neighbah,” who 
“nebber boddered me none,” and did 
not care to move. 

At length the offers ceased, and it 
is said Collings ‘began-to show a dis- 
position to come to terms. Vanderbilt, 
perhaps, nettled by the old darky’s 
stubbornness, is said to have shown 
a disposition to Keep the unwelcome 
freeholder on the anxious seat, his 
agents telling the old man that Mr. 
Vanderbilt had found him to be a pret- 
ty good neighbor and now was con- 
tented to let him spend his days in- 
y side the Biltmore lines. In the last 
few years there was no talk of a trans- 
fer by the Vanderbilt interests. 

Whether by design or not, Collins 
rented his 6 acres to a negro family 
who were anything but desirable 
neighbors. The immediate effect was 
to reawaken interest in the purchase 
of the tract by the master of Bilt- 
more. Collins was approached. again, 
and he is believed to have “got his 
price.” In addition to the fancy fig- 
ure, he imposed other conditions that 
go to show his thrifty nature. Mr. 
Vanderbilt bound himself to build for 
the old darky, a comfortable cottage 
elsewhere and keep the same in re 
pair during the life of its occupant. 
There is also gossip of a pension and 
more or les® luxurious perquisites. 


One Way To Attract Immigrants. 
The south is awaking to the im- 
portance of developing her surplus 
acres by means of immigration, and 
already a number of states have gone 
about procuring immigrants through 
an organized system. South Caro- 
lina has her immigration agents 
abroad, and other states of the south 
are represented at Ellis island, try- 
ing to turn the foreigners this way. 


reaus, there are other plans confined 
to towns or communities which seem 
to be successfully working to the same 
end. In northwest Louisiarfa it is 
said the country is gradually filling up 
with a desirable class of foreigners as 
a result of Shreveport’s activity in 
procuring settlers by offering practi- 
cal inducements to them. 

In a western interview, Charles A. 
Birdseye, of that growing Louisiana 
city, tells how the-.Shreveport Pro- 
gressive League is encouraging for- 
eigners to locate in that’ section. 
There are thousands and thousands of 
acres of good fruit and trucking land 
in northern Louisiana that can be 
bought for a song and credit given 
for the song. The Shreveport Pro- 
gressive League, organized much,on 
the plan of a chamber of commerce, 
has listed the bulk of these lands, act- 
ing as the agent in their transfer on 
liberal terms to immigrants or north 
ern settlers. The land department of 
tthe league issues attractive printed 
literature, much as does a real estate 
agent or the land department of a 
railroad company, and, having  at- 
tratted the immigrant that way, it is 
no trouble to. induce him to settle. 
He may have little or no money. 
That makes nao difference. The 
league sells him the land under bond 
for title, allowing him to work out 
the purchase price from the land.’ In 
some instances the prospective settler 


advanced to him. 

The land on the league’s list, most- 
ly large, run-down plantations or pine 
forests, is cut up into small farms of 
from 40 to 100 acres. Already there 
are 700,000 acres listed by the league, 
and it is being disposed of rapidly. 
The league works with the immigra- 
tion associations and agents at the 
chief seaports. The work of the en- 
terprising Shreveport organization 
has resulted, among other things, in a 
land company with a capital of $2,000,- 
000 being formed to purchase a vast 
tract of unimproved land in that part 
of the state. Experts in raising 
peaches, other fruits and garden truck 
have been engaged by the company 
to develop the newly opened “mode! 
farms,” and to instruct the immigrants 
who buy land in the art of cultivation. 
“The rawest kind of an immigrant,” 
says Mrs. Birdseye, “can go down 
there, buy a tract of land on the eas- 
iest kind of terms, and receive a thor- 
ough education in farming free of 
charge.” 

It is conceivable how a public’ en-

terprise of the kind might be made 
self-supporting as a land agency, tak- 
ing favorable options on large bodies 
of land, subdividing it for the benefit 
of Settlers of small means, and, in 
time, reimbursing itself from the 
sales, at the same time conducting a 
thorough system of cooperation and 


farm instruction. A few such organi- 
gations in the larger cities of Geor- 


gia, working in conjunction with a 
live state immigraton bureau, would 
in a few years add hundreds of thou 
sands to the -population of the state 
and increase the material prosperity 
of the state proportionately. 

Perhaps, this idea, modified to meet 
loca] conditions, would be a good one 
for the “Greater Georgia” Association 
to act upon.

To Cut Off Perquisites. 

Has bribery become so rampant in 
the saintly state of Massachusetts 
that the usual laws coveringthe crime 
are inadequate? Judging by a recent 
act of the Massachusetts legislature, 
this would seem to be the case. 

This act provides that whoever 
gives, offers or promises to an agent, 
employee or servant any gift or grat- 
uity whatsoever with intent to in- 
fluence his actions in relation to his 
principals, or whoever receives or ac- 
cepts a gift or gratuity or promise 
under an agrement or with an under- 
standing that he shall act in any par- 
ticular manner in relation to his em- 
ployer’s business, shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than $10 or 
more than $500, or imprisonment for 
hot more than one. year. 

In explanation of this act, it is 
claimed that so general has grown ths 
practice of butlers and other domestic 
servants getting perquisites from 
tradesmen from whom their employ: 
ers purchase household supplies, that 
special legislation is necessary. 

It begins to look as if, wherever the 
republican party is in control of 
things, the slimy trail of graft is all- 
pervasive.

There is a disposition on the part 
of many independent newspapers of 
the country to indulge in more or less 
heated criticisms of President Roose- 
velt for the activity he has displayed 
in conducting from the white house 
his personal canvass for the presi- 
dential] nomination.

He 
has given himself over to sensation- 
alist or to conservatism as best suit- 
ed his own fortunes; he has been ab- 
solute dictator to his party, even go- 
ing to the extent of forcing the ad- 
journment of congress with a vast 
amount of the public business findone; 
he has catered to the most disgrace 
ful elements and the most discredited 
leaders of his party to secure their 
support, using federal patronage for 
his own personal ends. 

But would it not be expecting the 
impossible to hope for anything 
else? 

President Roosevelt’s critics should 
not forget that it is a far cry from 
Theodore Roosevelt who entered pol- 
itics as a reformer with high ideals 
and mighty purposes and the Theo- 
dore Roosevelt of today, after long 
years of office-seeking and office-hold- 
ing. The practical politicians whom 
that early Theodore was wont to crit-* 
icize with such fine scorn have be- 
come his boon companions—indeed, it 
can be said in ali fairness that he is 
one ot them, So entirely has his 
mind been given aver to the business 
of office-seeking during the past 
three years that it would be too much 
for the country to expect him to re- 
member all those fine principles and 
precepts of the free trade, mugwump 
days of his youth. 

His critics should, in charity, take 
into consideration the change that has 
gome upon the man. They should not 
expect the impossible.

A British View of It. 

Mr. George W. Lawrie, of Glasgow, 
is doing this country after the man- 
ner of the intelligent British business 
man. He has been investigating with 
his eyes open to the real meaning of 
things and the result is not calculated 
to make him particularly popular in 
certain political circles. 

As an incident to his explanation 
of why, in his opinion, the people of 
Great Britain are not likely to adopt 
the protective tariff policy of Hon. 
Joey Chamberlain, Mr. Lawrie says: 

We are all the time being reminded of 
the amazing prosperity of the United 
States and told that it is all due to the 
protective system. This is one of the 
colossal delusions of the age. Tariff or 
no traiff, the United States would have 
reached its high pitch of growth and fot- 
tune, simply because it is a new country 
of unparalleled natural resources and 
with a population of the most extraor- 
dinary energy. If we could suppoOse such 
a thing as England becoming a high tariff 
country and America adopting free trade, 
it would not be many months before the 
Americans would be doing all the bus!i- 
ness, while our people woukid be reduced 
to a state of absolute beggsary. 


If, in view of this expression of 
opinion. Mr. Lawrie finds himself 
highly unpopular in stand-pat republi- 
can circles, he need not be surprised. 
His talk is calculated to demolish one 
of the most recent pet theories of 
this brand of statesman. To every 
demand that there be immediate re- 
vision of the extortionate Dingley 
schedules, they have raised high their 


hands in holy horror, and, pointing 


dramatically towand “masiehe, eave’ 
argued that as “that country is about 
to go wpon a protection basis,” the 
reasons. for standing pat upon the 
Dingley schedules have been greatly 
increased. Not only has the supposed 
tendency of Great Britain toward pro- 
tection under Chamberlain’s leader- 
ship been used as argument against 
any tariff reductions, but there have 
been distinct indications that this 
would be used,’in case of republican 
victory, aS an excuse for an increase 
in rates in the near future. Mr. Law- 
rie, who probably knows what he is 
talking about, not only holds that a 
Chamberlain victory is not at all prob- 
able, but he contends that a reversal 
of position of the two countries would 
spell absolute ruin to Great Britain, 

and continued prosperity for the Unit- 
ed States. 

Whether he is right in this latter 
contention or not, may, of course, be 
an open question. His argument is 
calculated to bring about a lot of talk, 
however, and the men who are arguing 
for modifications in the present sched- 
ules ask nothing better. 4 

Bete testimony of this Britisher is 

value, It is to be hoped he may 
ah induced to give his views at great- 
er length before he leaves this coun- 
try. But for his own personal com- 
fort, we would advise the gentleman 
against running afoul of Lodge or 
Foraker, Aldrich or Dalzell, Grosvenor 
or the platform committee of the re- 
publican national convention during 
his stay in this country.

This hope was strengthened by the 
participation of the soldiers of Victor 
Emmanuel in the pomp of the dead 
pontiff’s obsequies, and the new pope 
and the king of Italy were known to 
entertain friendly.sentiments toward 
each other. Pius X’s early com-

“The Ethics ‘of Suicide.” 

Editor Constitution: My attention has 
been called to a somewhat remarkable 
editorial under the above caption which 
appeared in The Constitution of May 24. 
| The title itself suggests an accommodated 
use of language, somewhat frequent now- 
a@ays, however, for “ethics” is, properly 
speaking, the science of human duty, 
and, whatever exculpation may be offer- 
ed for it, one will hardly claim that there 
is any moral obligation connected with 
suicide, unless it ig the obligation of re- 
fraining from. it. 

‘For two reasons a queStion such as 
this should, as far as possible, be dis- 
cussed apart from the consiceration of 
especial instances. In the first place we 
are not called to sit in final judgment 
on the conduct of any man. and there are 
occasions when it would seem peculiarly 
ungracious for us to attempt to do so. 
In Me second place under such conditions 
it ig difficult for us to arrive at proper 
conclusions. The personal element de- 
flects the judgment from clear considera- 
tion of the question at isgue, just as a 
compass passing over a field of magne- 
tized ore ceases to point unhesitatingly 
toward the pole. 

But the editoria} in question, it may be 
unwittingly, goes furtber than an at- 
tempt to condone the tragic deed which 
80 recently shocked our entire state. Did 
it not do so in words the implied glorifi- 
cation of a suicide in one case would be 
taken as @ possible exculpation of it in 
every case. However, the question raised 
is specifically a genéral one. ‘“‘Where is 
the logic loving doctrinaire,’’ we are 
asked, “who can follow the dark pro- 
cesses Of a fortured man’g mind as they 
Stealthily, step by step, lead-on to the 
decision which sanctions self-destruction— 
they bluntly condemh or ag abruptly ap- 
prove his action? Is obliteration of self 
an arch crime or may it not be, under 
mitigating circumstances, a deed of high 
heroism?’ Further on, after a sympa- 
thetic statement of the case at issue, this 
this conclusion is reached: ‘It is a sub- 
tle metaphysical problem whith each man 
must solve for himself.’’ 

Though the number of suicides is not 
large enough to alarm the student of 
social conditions as these are revealed in 
Statistics, they are freqhent enough to stir 
profound feeling in the heart of every 
man Who loves his race. Nor should any 
pretext of casuistry be furnished one who 
contemplates the commission of the deed 
by which he can find excuse for his con- 
duct at the bar of his conscience. 

The whole issue hinges on the question 
as to whether or not suicide is morally 
wrong. Jf it is, circumstances cannot 
render it expedient or ever make it a 
“deed of high heroism.” In saying this 
one is not a ‘‘Goctrinaire,’’ bringing un- 
tried theories to bear upon the practical 
concerns of life, but is only making a

But now it is plain enough that the 
new pope is no’ nearer a rapproche- 
ment with the temporal power of Italy 
than was his predecessor. He seized 
the occasion of the president of 
France’s recent visit to the king of 
Italy to tacitly rebuke the French re- 
public by protesting to the other so- 
called Catholic powers against M. 
Loubet’s Roman journey. It is likely, 
in view of the*friction between the 
French, ministry and the religious or 
ders in France, that M Loubet plaa- 
ned, for political reasons, to visit 
Rome without paying his respects tu 
the vatican, for it will be rememberod 
that, about the time of Emperor Wil- 
liam’s and King Edward’s visit to 
Pope Leo, shortly before the venera- 
ble pontiff’s death, when the presi- 
dent of France intimated that he, too, 
would shortly pay his respects to the 
vatican by a personal call, he was 
delicately given to understand that, 
in view of the French government's 
attitude toward the Catholic schools 
in France, he could not be received by 
the successor of Peter. 

If M. Loubet sought to test the 
mettle of the new pope, he succeeded 
in drawing his fire. Pius took offense 
at the studied affront, naturally 
enough, and in line with the traditions 
of the holy see, quietly rebuked it. 
The manner of the protest, which the 
French minigtry charges with duplic- 
ity and surreption, led to prompt re- 
taliation by France, which, it may be. 
was exactly what M. Combes was 
working for. The French ambassador 
to the vatican, M. Nicard, was recall- 
ed, an act tantamount to the sever- 
ance of diplomatic relations. As yet 
Pius has not replied with the with- 
drawal of his representative at Paris, 
nor is it likely that h& will. The 
probability is that he will endeavor to 
have M. Nicard returned, after due 
diplomatic explanations. If the rupt- 
ure is irreconcilable, the next step 
will be the abolition of the coneordat, 
with the result that church and state 
in France will have been completely 
separated. In view of the results of 
the late elections throughout France, 
which generally upheld the Combes 
anti-clerical policy, the French govern- 
ment may feel secure to proceed with 
the feud to the bitter end. In that 
event the vatican will be the greater 
loser, for, the prestige of French rep- 
resentation aside, the perpetuation of 
the concordat is worth many million 
francs annually to French Catholi- 
cism. 

From present appearances, Pope 
Pius X will exert every power of con- 
ciliation to restore the entente be- 
tween the vatican and Paris, and al- 
ready we hear his secretary of state, 
Cardinal Merry del Val, severely crit- 
icised for lack of tact and statecraft 
in his unfortunate phrasing of the of- 
fensive protest. Perhaps the papal 
secretary will, in the end, retire. To 
say the least, he has not been a3 
happy in his relations with the French 
clergy and government as was his 
tactful predecessor, Cardinal Ram- 
polla.

‘Arrangements Now Being Made To 


Secure a Road Eighty Feet Wide. 
Plang Also on Foot To Se- 
cure Cheap Water and 


At a meeting of the property owners on 
Peachtree road from Fourteenth street to 
the Southern rallway’s tracks, held yes- 
terday afternoon at the Carnegie library, 
at which practically every property owner 
within that territory was _ represented, 
either in person or by proxy, it was unan 
imously decided tnat Peachtree road, be- 
tween those limits, should be widened to 
80 feet, the present width being only 
60 feet. 

The meeting was quite a harmonious 
one, being held to hear the reports from 
committees appointed at a samilar meet- 
ing held several weeks ago. Colone] Clif- 
ford L. Anderson présided. There was 
some discussion, but all agreed on the 
one ,point that tae road should be wid- 
ened from 60 to 80 feet, in accordance 
with the plat of the county surveyor, and 
when the question was formally present- 
ed that action was decided on, as stated, 


by unanimous vote. 
It will be necessary to secure the sig- 


nature of every property owner involved 


to a blank form of deed, which will deed - 


to the county the strip from his property 
necessary to carry out tne proposed plan. 
Many of these signatures have already 
been secured and the committee will con- 
tinue the work of securing them until 
all are obtained. 

The plan for widening the street con- 
templates a gradual widening from Four- 
teenth street, the full width of 80 feet 
being reached about Fifteenth street. 
Twenty feet will have to be taken from 
tne property on either side of the street, 
the largest amount being taken from the 
east side of the street out to the northern 
line of land lot No. 105. At this point 
there is a sharp, abrupt curve, making a 
bad turn in the road, and here it is pro- 
posed to make the street 90 feet wide, 
so as to make this curve a gentle and 
easy one.. Then on out to tne end of the 
road practically an equal amount is taken 
off on each side of the street. 

Water and Sewerage. 

In addition to passing on the question 
of widening the road, the meeting also 
considered the questions of water sup- 
ply and sewerage. 

The Southern Real Estate Improvement 
Company, which bought the Collier prop- 
erty, stated to tae meeting that it had 
proposed to the Peachtree Waer Pipe 
Company to buy its pipe from Fourteenth 
street to the northern line of land lot No. 
105, end that if parties who have bought 
from them on Peachtree and West Peach 
tree would come in at once and have 
taeir water connections made, paying 
therefor $100, the company would under- 
take 'to pay the balance of the $5,000 pur- 
chase price for the pipe within the limits 
named. This proposition to purchase the 
pipe has been made to President Clifford 
Tl. Anderson, of the Peacatree Water 
Pipe Company, who said he would submit 
it to the company and recommend its ac- 
ceptance. This plan will result in the 
property owners on the street getting 
their water much cheaper than have oth- 
ers, as every one else up to tne present 
time has had tb pay $200 for this coneg- 
tion. If arrangements are made at onee, 
however, the connection can be had for 
just half that amount. This proposition 
was made to the meeting through Edwin 
P. Ansley, representing the Soutaern Real 
Hstate Improvement Company. 

It was also stated in the meeting that 
steps would be taken at once to secure a 
complete and thorough system of sewer- 
age. In view of the fact that the county 
has received lange returns from the prop- 
erty in taat se@tion, especially from the 
Collier preperty, the county commission- 
ers will be asked to assist in putting 
down the necessary sewer pipes and con- 
necting with the city’s trunk sewers at 
the nearest points: These matters have 
not been definitely determined, but these 
are the lines on which werk is now being 
done.

Hale Says Elberta Yield 
Largest Ever Known 


Will Exceed All Previous Records 
in Middle Georgia by 30 to 40 
Per Cent—Carload Shipments 
from Houston To 
Begin June 5. 


Fort Valley, Ga., May 26.—(Spetial.)— 
Nearly three months ago while in Atlanta 
on his way north, J. H. Hale, the middle 
Georgia peach king, gave out a most 
hopeful interview, declaring that the 
peach crop this year would be phéenome- 
That this edic- 
tion has been amply verified there is no 
question and the amount of fruit now on 
the trees gives promise of a most bounti- 
ful and delicious yield. Early shipments 
will start June 5 and the main crop will 
begin to move June 15. 

Gn béing seen today and asked about 
the quality of the fruit in Houston coun- 
ty and the probable date when shipments 
would begin, Mr. Hale said: 

“No one has much use for the man who 
says ‘I told you so.’ I am not now 
g0ing to review my prediction of last 
March about the Georgia peach crop, but 
will only say that the promise of the 
blooming season is being more than ful- 
filled as the harvest approaches. Never 
before at any time were there so many 
and such good peaches as are now bur- 
dening the millions of trees in middle 
Georgia. In all the orchards trees, big 
and little, of every condition of culture 
and lack of culture are loaded down with 
the fast maturing fruit. 

*“Until.the last few days the season 
has been cold and dry, yet it has in no 
way effected the fruit, except to its ad- 
vantage. Fungus diseases and insect 
pests have beer Il°ss an evidence on the 
trees than usual and if there are any un- 
favorable conditions I have failed to dis- 
cover them. It is said that in some few 
orchards the oldest Elberta trees, those 
that have born very heavily in past years, 
are shy of fruit, but this slight loss is 
more than made up by the younger El- 
berta trees from three to six years old. 
Elberta Yield Largest Ever Known. 

As a whole the Elberta yield will exceed 
by 30 or 40 per cent that of any previous 


have largely been abandoned, so that 
while the beginning of the seasoi may 
not be very promising, heavy shipments 
will begin this year at least two weeks 
earlier than usual. 

Greensboro peaches and red June plums 
will begin to go out in car load lots 
about the 5th of June, and steadily in- 
creasing shipments may be looked for 
till about the 20th, when the season will 
open with a rush. Waddell, Carman, 
Hiley, Belle and Elbertas in succession 
makimg up 90 per cent of the shipment. 
June 20 to July 20 there will probably 
be 2,000 car loads shipped from. Fort 
Valley and Marshallville between those 
dates. 
A Rival in Berries.

There are none too many peaches if they 
could. only be evenly and widely dis- 
tributed. But there are far too many 
shippers who do not appear ‘te know 
that there are any markets except the few 
large ones of Philadelphia, New York 
and Boston. It needs to be known the 
country over that this year Georgia has 
“neaches to burn’ and they are not too 
green to burn, 
Burning Bushels of Small Peaches. 
This is no fake either, for right here 
in the Hale orchards we have already 
cremated over 5,800 bushes of peaches 
pulled off in thinning so that what were 
left might be larger and better. These lit- 
tle peaches were only one-quarter grown. 
These if left to grow full size might 
have made fully 25,000 bushels. As I 


in other orchards. We can furnish the 
evidence that while Georgia has peaches 
to burn, there are still plenty left for all 
who are willing to pay half the price of 
former years. Crate factories are work- 
ing overtime, ice is being stored, old side 
tracks being fixed up and new ones 
built and great preparations are being 
made by all in any way interested.

Delegation Chosen Unanimous 
~ for Senator 


Delegates Not Instructed for Gor- 
man, but Platform Adopted In- 
dorses Course of Senator in 
Congress and Scores 
Roosevelt’s Policy. 


Baltimore, May 26.—The democratic 
State convention of Maryland met in this 
city, adopted a platform and elected 
delegates to the St. Louis convention. 

United States Senator Gorman was a 
delegate from Howard county and his 
entry into the convention hall was the 
signal for enthusiastic applause, as was 
every remark made by the senator dur- 
ing the proceedings. 

The platform adopted by the convention 
admittedly embodies Mr. Gorman’'s opin- 
ion of what the national platform should 
be, he being a member of the resolutions 
committee. It is confined to national 
issues and practically indorses the line 
of action followed by the democratic 
steering committee during the late xr 
sion of congress. 

It calls for moderate tariff revision, 
independence for the Filipinos, economy 
in expenditures and full investigation 
of all alleged crookedness in the post- 
office and other government departments 
and severely criticises the present ad- 
ministration. As to the Philippine isl- 
ands and the Panama canal the platform 
contains the following clauses: 

Imperialistic Policy Denounced. 

“There is no rightful place under our 
system of constitutional American Ilib- 
erty for the conquest, subjugation and 
government of alien races in remote isl-

than three score residences were destroy- 
ed by fire yesterday, confirm the esti- 
mate placing the loss at over $2,000,000. 
The city is still under martiatlaw. The

Nashville, Tenn., May 26.—The demo- 
cratic state convention was chiefly con- 
spicuous on account of its personnel and 
the fact that its deliberations were direc- 
ted by young men in the organization. 

An effort had made to commit 
the party to the policies inaugurated in 
the platforms of 1896 and !900, and the 
fact that neither of these pronuncia- 
mentos was dignified by a passing notice 
Is evidence that the party in Tennessee

has forgotten the past and is resolved to 
align itself with the 
ment. 


A further proof of the return to safe 
leadership the significant fact that 
the name of Wiliam Jennings Bryan 
failed to evoke the least enthusiasm, 
and the statement of National Commit- 
teeman Head when he declared in a 
speech to the convention that ‘“‘we must 
get with the east. The west will never 
come ith us. We have tried them 
twice.” This was the sentiment that 
controlled tne convention and dominated 
its action. 

The platform is voluminous and ar- 
raigns the republicans for sins of omis- 
sion and commission. It approves of the 
Panama canal] bill, is severe in its crit- 
icism of President Roosevelt for the 
manner in which the treaty was brought 
about and of his efforts to foist negro 
office holders on the south. This is the 
first convention to condone the president 
on the ground of participating in the 
race issue, and the platform declares 
that the hope of intelligent free govern- 
ment depends upon the. unquestioned 
social and political supremacy of the 
white man. and that whoever by word 
or act seeks to bring this fact in ques- 
tion is an enemy of his country and his 
race. 

The ship subsidy bill and postoffice 
scandals are denounoed, and that part 
of the platform dealing with national 
Issues bears the Impress of Senator 
Carmack. 

The convention put itself on record as 
in favor of the temperance law enactéd 
by the last legislature and against its 
repeal. The republicans also gave in- 
dorsement to this legislation, but the 
question wi]! be an Issue In the ensuing 
campaign, as wiil also the election laws 
which tnis convention is the first that 
has failed or resused to commend since 
they were passed. 

These laws have been enforced in a 
partisan spirit in factional feuds, and 
for that reason are becoming unpopular 
with many democrats.

QUESTION OF UNION 
WAS BEING DISCUSSED 


Message Received That Cumberland 
Church Favors Union—Several 
Delegates Say the Churches 
Are Entirely Different 
in Belief. 


Buffalo, N. Y., May 26.~—Today’s ses- 
sion of the Presbyterian assembly closed 
amid great excitement and with the 
question of union with the Cumberland 
branch still unsettled, 

When the moderator declared the sés- 
sion adjourned a dozen men were clam- 
cring for § recognition, and confusion 
reigned in all parts of the house. 

A resolution offered by the Rev. John 
F. Crason, of Brooklyn, fixing the time 
for taking the vote on the question, pre- 
cipitated the crisis. Points of orders, 
questions of privilege. and -amendments 
came from a score of commissioners at 
ite same time. 

When a semblance of order was reé- 
stored the resolution was finally passed. 
Jt fixed the time for a vote at 11:30 
tomorrow and limits the remaining ad- 
dresses to ten minutes each. 

The drift of debate today favored un- 
jon. It was the feeling tonight that the 
proposal for union will be carried by a 
large majority, but that the proposition 
for separate presbyteries might he ref- 
ferred back to the committee. The col- 
ored delegates are against this section 
to a man. 

A vote in favor of union tomorrow will 
mean that the recommendation is to be 
sent down to the presbyteries for ap- 
proval or disapproval. It must have 
a two-thirds vote of the presbyterles 
to make it a law 

It is stated that the opponents to un- 
fon will carry the fight to the individual] 
‘yoting of the presbyteries. 

Spoke of Differences. 

Dr. Francis L. Patton, president of 
Princeton Theological seminary, spoke in 
‘ opposition to the union during the after- 
‘ noon, calling special attention to the &%s- 
tinctive points of difference between the 
Presbyterian and the Cumberland 
rhurches. The doctrine of the Cumber- 
land church is distinctively Arminian and 
does! not, he said, contain the doctrine of 
election, of ifresistible grace or several 
other well-recognized Calyinistic ,doc- 
trines, 

“The Cumberland church holds to its 
own doctrines,’ Dr. Patton continued. We 
have every reason to know they are not 
Calvinistic. They believe we have chang- 
_ed our confession. We have simply re- 
moved certain infelicities of expression. 
We have not chamged. I want to kno 
how you are going to unite Calvinism and 
Arminianism.” 

. James Moffett, president of Wash- 
ipgton and Jefferson college, the leader 
ef the union party, followed Dr. Patten. 
He read a selection from the Cumberland 
éenfession, pointing out similarities it 
bore to the Westminster confession as 
revised in 1903, and said it was too 
narrow in view to take to urge the ejec- 
tion of the Cumberland church on doc- 
trinal points, where it takes a Prince- 
ton Theological seminary president to 
point them out and he fails to do so. 

Dr. J. Ross Stevenson read a telegram 
from Rev. Dr. W. P. Bohm, from Dal- 
las, inquiring whether the Presbyetrian 
church has eliminated doctrines of un- 
conditional eelection and _irrisistible 
grace from the Westminster confession 
and if a constitutional majority would 
approve of their interpretation. His re- 
ply, which he read, was that the revisers 
of the convention left the Calvinistic sys- 
tem, including the doctrines mentioned 
intact. 

The stated clerk read a telegram from 
Dallas announcing the action of the Cum- 
berland church in declaring by a two- 
thirds vote in favor of union. 


ANOTHER UNION PROPOSAL. 


Methodist Protestants, Unionist Pro- 
testants, Congregationalists. 
Washington, May 26.—The Methodist 
Protestant conference tonight adopted a 
partial report of its committee providing 
a method of the union of the Unionist 
Protestant church, the Congregational- 
ists and the United Brethren. A _ joint 
committee is nroposed, whose conclusions, 
if agreed upoh by the three denomina- 
tions represented); contemplate the amal- 
gamation of these three churches consid- 
erably carlier in the plan originally pro- 

posed. 

The plan proposea is a general con- 
ference by one representative from each 
of the conferences of the Mcthdist Prot- 
estant church and a like commission from 
the other two denominations, whose 
members shall exchange views looking to 
amalgamation and formulate a plan for 
common agreement by the three 
churches.

“T do not know exactly,” was the re- 
ply. 

‘‘Allow me then to inform you that ft is 
7 cents per 1,060 gallons. We of north 
Atlanta pay 30 cents for it, giving the 
city a profit which is more than. three 
times the cost.”’ 

“That does not include the cost of the 
plant.”” replied Councilman Amorous. 

“T don't know about that. I obtained 
the figures from your water works de- 
partment.”’ 

“It includes only the cost of coal and 
labor.” repiled Councilman Peters. “It 
does not include the cost of the plant, 
depreciation, interest on the water works 
bonds or other things of that kind.’’

New York, May 26.—Coming down along 
the rail in the last few strides of the 
run to the wire, The Picket, the West's 
champion in the Brooklyn handicap, 
snatched victory away from the ever pop- 
ular Irish Lad, the Brooklyn winner of 
last year and the Mtropolitan winner of 
this year. 

It was scarcely more than the nod of 
a head, but the hardy westerner finished 
stronger than the Duryea colt, whose 
terrific pace with Hermis, up to the very 
home stretch, would have tired to the 
utmost the’ stoutest of hearts and the 
sturdiest of limb. Frantic cheers, which 
‘had been ringing from the throats of 
nearly 40,000 onlookers, died away when 
it wag realized that Irish Lad had gone 
down to defeat. The handicap was worth 
$20,000, of which $2,500 went to the sec- 
ond horse and $1,500 to the third. 

Rush To Back Irish. 

Although the weather was ideal and 
the track swept by the cooling breeze 
from the Atlantic, the betting ring was 
a sweltering mass of struggling human- 
ity. No sooner had the odds been posted 
than there was a rush to back Irish Lad. 
Three and three and a half to one were 
the prevailing quotations for a tima but 
money poured steadily into the ring and 
when the bugle sounded calling the field 
to the post, not better than 11 to 5 could 
be had against the favorite. 

Hermis opened and closed at 4 to I. 
The Picket was well played, but his 
price receded only 2 ponits. From 10 he 
was backed to 8 to I. Much of the 
speculation on the winner, however, Was 
conducted through the winter books and 
large sums were Won, both here and in 
the west, on his victory. 

Starter Fitzgerald lined them up back

In speaking of this departure from the 
ordinary custom which the Pennsylvania 
has adeopted, The New York Commer- 
clal, in a recent issue, says, 

“An amended organization of the Penn- 
sylvania will become effective on June 
|, which, in adition to providing for a 
sixth vice president, works important 
changes in the duties and autnority of 
some of the present executive officers. 
Chief among these is Samuel Rea, con- 
cerning whose Office the foliowing 1s 
provided: 
“The fourth vice president shall as- 
sist the president in matters connected 
with the lines owned, operated or con- 
trolled by the company in which it has 
an interest. He shall have authority 
to directly obtain such informatien and 
assistanee from any Officer or depart- 
ment as he may déem necessary in the 
diseharge of his duties. 

“ ‘lie ghall have general charge of the 
promotion of new lines of railroad ‘in 
which ‘the company may be interested, 
and of the Corporate work connected 
therewith, 

‘““*tje shall also assist the first vice 
president and act for him in his aosence 
in matters vonnected with the account- 
ing department of the cOmpany, and of 
its subsidiary lines, and also fh matters 
connected with the railroads contrviled 
directly or indirectly by the company, oT 
in which it has an interest, west of 
Pittsoursg. . 

“ ‘he shall perform such other duties 
as may be assigned to him by the pres- 
ident or the buard, und in the absence 
of the president and of the first, second, 
and third vice presidents, shall act as 
president.’ 

“The duties of the sixth vice pfesi- 
dent, the newly Created executive posi- 
tion, to which Henry Tatnail has been 
elected, are defined as follows: 

“"The sixth vice president shall have 
charge of the treasurv department and 
assist the first vice president in matters 
connected withthe finances of the com- 
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‘Warehouse, Moore and 
Decatur Sts. and So.R.R. 


pany and its subsidiary lines, and also 
in the financial matters connected with 
the linés Owned, operated or controlled 
by this cOmpany or in which it has an 
interest. 

“ ‘The nominations of all officers in the 
treasury department shall be made 
through the sixth vice president to the 
first vice president for his approval, and 
he shall. submit them to the president 
for his approval and for confirmation 
by the board. He shall authorize addi- 
tions to the clerical force in the treas- 
ury department wen necessary, and may 
at any time direct the discharge of any 
officer or employee therein, if, in his 
judgment, the interests of the company 
require it.’ 

“By the creation of the sixth vice 
presidency, Captain Green, the first vice 
president, with the assistance of Fourth 
Vice President Rea, who has had spe- 
cial charge of the finances Of the sys- 
tem, will be relieved of the detailed 
work, continuing, however, to have gen- 
eral supervision over the finances. He 
will devote most of his attention to the 
finances of the affiliat and controlled 
lines. Fourth Vice Président Rea, who 
assisted Captain Green in the manage- 
ment of the finances, will, under the 
change, be relieved of that work.”

Mrs, Stephens opposed the proposed 
change. In this matter, however, she 
exressed her own opinion as the ques- 
tion was not discussed by the board as 
a whole. : 

The board of lady visitors also made 
a report on the work of the little gis- 
sion schOol conducted in West End by 
Miss Effie Walker.’ The jadies were much 
Pleased with the showing made by the 
children, and proposed that the board al- 
low the schoo] to remain open through 
the summer. This matter was taken up 
by the board of education and referred 
to the superintendent and assistant su- 
perintendent for investigation. 

The board of education thanked the 
board of lady yisitors for their hard and 
honest work during the year in the 
schoqls of the city and for the excellent 
reports rendered by the body.

’ The younger son, who was 24 years old, 
recently became enamored of Mme. 
Pflucker, a Peruvian, who was sojourn- 
ing at Vichy. Despite the protests of his 
family, tae viscount and the Peruvian 
visited the Riviera together, remaining at 
Cannes for some time. Dr. Evans ener- 
getically protested against his son's 
course and finally cut off his income. 
This brought the couple back to Paris, 


the Hotel de Rivoli. 

At 5 o’clock on Monday evening last a 
shot was heard in the cnamber of the 
viscount and when the proprietor of the 
hotel reached the chamber he found the 
viscount on the bed wita a wound in his 
left breast. Mme. Pflucker, who was in 
the room, said that the viscount had shot 
himself and although weak from lass of 
blood the wounded man seemed to con- 
firm this statement, saying 
shooting took place while he was handling 
the weapon. 

Mme. Pflucker was interrogated by the 
police and later was given provisional 
libeyty, but was told to 
at the disposal of the authorities. Sne

MARKET FIRM AT THE CLOSE 


July Closed 1-4c Higher—Corn Left 
Off 1-4c Up and Oats 3-4c 
Higher—Provisions at the 
Close Were 10 to 
20c Higher. 


Chicago, May 26.—Nervous suspense 
characterized wheat trading today as 4 
result of uncertainty concerning what 
might be done regarding supposed open 
trades of John W. Kauffman, suddenly 
deceased. In consequence, business Was 
restricted and price changes were narrow, 
July closed “4c higher, corn %c higher, 
oats £c higher and provisions from 10 
to 20c up. 

For a period at the start wheat ex- 
hibited a firm undertone, July opening 
%@%c higher at 864%@864gc. The ques- 
tion of the amount of Kauffman’s short 
interest in May exerted the first consid- 
erable bullish indication, offsetting tem- 
porarily the effect of increased northwest 
receipts and continued favorable weather. 
May was strong for a time and deferred 
futures refiected part of the strength. 
Steady cables also tended to support 
prices. Primary receipts were much 
larger and a crop report issued at Cin- 
cinnati was quite bearish. Trading in 
genera] was rather light, and during the 
latter part of the day prices fluctuated 
erradically within a narrow range. ‘The 
market closed firm with July at 86%¢c, 
after touching 8644c. May ranged be- 
tween 95%@97c, and closed at 96%. 
Clearances equaled 106,000 bushels. Pri- 
mary receipts were 544,800 bushels, 
against 522,200 a year ago.
